Referring back to an earlier posting on this subject, I would be 
>very concerned about writing an article, with all the effort involved, 
>not having it published, and then being told that I cannot submit it 
>elsewhere for publication. 


I could very well be wrong about this and maybe someone who knows about 
this kind of thing can give an opinon, but I feel that when a magazine buys 
an article, they are buying the words you wrote, the diagrams and pictures 
you may have supplied. Not the circuit or concept it's self. 


Therefore, if you were to rewrite the article, make new pictures and 
diagrams, you could submit and have the same circuit published elsewhere. 
Just as long as it's not an exact duplicate of the original. In fact, I've 
seen it done. Am I wrong here?

This is actually done from time to time. One in particular that 
I always use as an example is: 


Fisher, R.E., "Broad-Band Twisted-Wire Quadrature Hybrids," 
IEEE Transactions on Microwave Theory and Techniques, May 
1973, pp. 355-357. 


which later appeared, although rewritten (even one of the photos was used 
in both articles), as: 


Fisher, Reed, W2CQH, "Twisted-Wire Quadrature Directional 
Couplers," QST, Jan 1978, pp. 21-23. 


Both were good articles, and were written in the tone required 
for each publication. I refer to them both when addressing the subject 
because they are well-written, concise, and examples of good technical 
writing. Whether it is proper to "rehash" material like this, or if it 
is rehashed at all, is entirely up for question. One would venture the 
question if it is proper, or even possible, to plagiarize one's own work. 
Brings that Tom Lear song "Nicoli Ivanovich Lebochevsky" to mind, in 
which a Russian student writes his PhD thesis by copying other people's 
work verbatum, going so far as to use three pages from the Vladivostok 
telephone directory as an index. 


There is a local engineer who submitted two articles on the 
exact same subject to two different professional journals at exactly 
the same time. Both were published. Although they were written 
differently, the incident is still frowned upon and is a subject of 
local professional folklore. Some journals will, correctly, refuse 


to publish you ever again for such. 


I recently had two articles published in the same month by 
two different journals, but the subjects were as different as night 
and day. No indisretion there. 


Follow-up articles on the same subject matter, such as an 
improvement on or an advanced application of an earlier idea, are 
perfectly acceptable, and these occur all the time. I'm working on 
two of those now. 


Myself, I'm looking forward to an opportunity to write a 
serious technical paper in Elizabethan English. 


And then sell the movie rights to Kenneth Branagh. 
Yay, vacuum tubes: I knew them well!

Hi Gang, 


The second Tidewater QRP Group meeting was held at a Fuddruckers 
over on the north side this time ;-). We had a good turn out, Bob 
KE4Q0K, Frank KC4FKX, Greg KF9OV, Chuck KD3SQ, Will K4EGW and I 
attended. 


Frank showed off his Pixie II and the new modified circuit board 
he has developed. This is a very cool little crystal controlled 
transceiver that he had mounted in an Altoids mint tin, including the 
9v battery! Frank brought some spare kits to sell for those of us 
that wanted to try building one. I think we may see some local Pixie 
activity on 80m real soon :-). Frank also showed us his Neophyte 
Receiver (Feb '88 QST or QRP Classics book) that he homebrewed. This 
litte direct conversion rig had a beautiful variable cap in it! 


I brought my Sierra again to show Bob what I did with that LED he 
gave me. Also brought my OHR WM-1 wattmeter (Frank has a WM-2) which 
we hooked up to Frank's Pixie and verified 150mW output. Also brought 
a Kanga catalog and the "Joy of QRP" and "History of QRP" books that 
Ade Weiss had autographed. These are great books but have very small 
text so I get some eyestrain if I try to read too much at one sitting. 

Showed everyone Paul Harden's Data Book for QRPers, Kanga has this 
for $20. 


Chuck told us about his spreadsheet he has designed to aide 
builders with component selection for output filters (I hope I got 
that right, maybe Chuck will send us all a post describing its use). 
And then Greg, Chuck and Frank got into a discussion about transistor 
selection and what the spec sheets mean. 


Greg has built a Ramsey kit and Will has alot of experience with

Of course, these authors have 
never been reimbursed by a publisher so a different set of rules may

Good news, Alan! I'll be posting new propagation charts in the near future 
with better information for QRP operators. Your interest, along with 
comments from others, have convinced me of the need for such information. 


The MUF and HPF curves are essentially not affected by the transmitter 
power. However the LUF curve is startlingly different when you go from 1.5 
kwW down to 1 watt, so soon I'll be posting charts with two LUF curves -- 
one for high power and one for low power. The attached file is a sample. 
This is a BMP image in a self-extracting ZIP file for the path from western 
North America to Southern Africa. The aqua-colored curve is the LUF curve 
for 1 watt. All other curves are the same as at my web site. 


At my web site there's an announcement with more information about this 
planned change. If you have a chance, go take a peek.

Gang, 


If I correctly remember the message that started this the author was unhappy 
that Wayne wouldn't permit him to republish the article ha'd submitted to 73 
AND HAD BEEN PAID FOR. I don't think this is an unusual policy among 
publications in the commercial world. What I do think is unusual is that 
Wayne paid him somewhere between acceptance and publication. This is pretty 


much unusual unless you are a bankable author. Almost every magazine has 
the policy of paying ON PUBLICATION. That means when the issue goes out so 
does the check. 


There are several other issues floating around in this thread that I think 
need comment. First the issue of reusing your material. Personally I don't 
believe in this unless you've done enough additional work to justify 
republication. If you have then I think you owe it the original publisher 
the opportunity to publish your new work first. If he's not interested, 
then let the others have a chance to be uninterested too. 


Next, there is the issue of exactly what the publisher buys from you. They 
all buy some sort of publication rights to your work. As long as you don't 
violate their purchased rights you are free to resell or republish. Every 
magazine I've been associated with has been abundantly clear in their 
correspondence regarding what they are buying. And no, they are not buying 
your concept, just the article and the context in which you used your concept. 


Then there is the problem of dual publication. This is not a new phenomena 
-- I remember it happening in the 70s with 73 and QST. Both bought an 
author's work and published it without knowing the other had it. Sadly, I 
think it happened about the same time, so the damage was worse. I don't 
think that author has published since! It is bad form to "shotgun" your 
article to several magazines at once and then wait for the lottery results. 
Publishers are notoriously slow decision makers -- they believe, and rightly 
so, that the future of their magazine depends on their choices. Anyway, if 
you do this, you should have the decency to notify the others of an 
acceptance; sad but true, the editors do not talk to each other inside a 
magazine, let alone outside! 


And, the is the issue of Wayne bashing. I'm sure we all have our personal 
horror stories about how we were treated by so and so (sometimes that's a 
capital SO and SO!). That's exactly what they are; PERSONAL stories, and 
they should stay that way. Remember your mother once telling you "If you 
can't say something good about so and so, don't say anything at all". The 
point here is gratuitous bashing serves no purpose here, and it only 
distracts others from the real issues. Maybe Wayne didn't like something 
you did -- maybe you feel you were screwed by the League; this is not the 
forum to resolve that. 


Finally, there is the issue of magazines asking for material. Why not? 
Wayne would be a poor editor/publisher if he didn't constantly look for new 
material to publish. If you think his magazine is article poor now, what 
would it look like if he didn't beat the bushes? The magazines that serve 
our hobby are our own "treasures". We QRPers are very fortunate that we 
have our corner of the hobby has spawned a number of excellent magazines. I 
hope they all survive, and grow well into the future. But, we cannot afford 
to turn our backs on amateur radio as a whole. Think about how you got into 


QRP -- did any of the major magazines have anything to do with it? Think 
about how we will continue to grow and attract new enthusiasts. To echo 
some comments I saw earlier, this is a prime time to get published. Write 
something and send it off to a magazine. Polish your skills with your club 
newsletters or our QRP magazines; but aim high -- go for the big magazines. 
Spread the QRP word in a QRP way.

I went to the Fort Wayne hamfest yesterday and one main goal was to find a 
variable cap for W3EDP ant. which I found. My plan is to attach this to my 
hamstick bracket mounted just inside the tailgate on the topside of the 
bed. That will let me throw the 84' of wire over a support, lay the 
counterpoise on the ground, tune and I will be ready to operate. 

The var cap that I found is enclosed in clear thick glass, it is abt 5.5" 
long and abt 2.5" square on the cap end. The other end is round abt 2.5" 
diameter with a bellows inside for pressure changes. The square end has the 
connectors, cap adjustment, and a tube I think maybe to connect to a 
resevoir for the pressure changes. A quick check on its capacitance was abt 
100-500 pf. It caught my eye because it is enclosed and will be weather 
tight for operating outside. The fellow I bought it from said it is 
supposed to be filled with a medium like oil, but was not sure about that. 
Paid $25. for it and I believe it will do what I want. So, I wondered if 
this discription jogs any memories about what applications these capacitors 
were used and what it is supposed to be filled with?

Thanks for sharing your story. It's not the only one and it 
won't be the last. But it is a beautiful story and well told. 
You have learned more in 30 days than a lot of people learn ina 
lifetime. Your secret is that you stuck with it and devoted 

the time. 


I'm sure it was very frustrating to not work anyone during 

all this. The environment during a fox hunt is rather brutal 

to anyone, even the most experienced radio amateur. It isa 
mini-pileup/DX-pedition/contest/rare country/ scenarios all rolled 
into a two hour period. Propagation plays a lot too, but
